Today’s Talk

THE URGE WITHIN 
In th e reading of people who have 
been successful in life, often it is 
stated th a t environm ent had m uch 
to do w ith it. or indeed the influence 
of other stro n g m inds, or any n u m ­ 
ber of o th er statem ents, but I be­ 
lieve th a t it is the urge w ithin one, 
m ore th a n an y th in g else th a t spurs 
one to a successful and happy life. 
Jo h n B uchan, in his life of Sir 
W alter Scott, brings out this point. 
He said it was “th e fashion to rep eat 
th a t it w as S cott's weak leg alone 
th a t m ade him a w riter, th a t o th e r­ 
wise he would have followed the p ro­ 
fession of arm s.” T hen he follows 
this statem en t by these words: “He 
m ight have been a soldier, even a 
great soldier, but he would m ost cer­ 
tainly have been also a w riter; for 
the in stin ct to express his thoughts 
and m oods in words was in th e fibre 
of his being.*’ 
T here you have it. I t is the urge 
w ithin, G od-given and created w ith ­ 
in one a t birth, th a t elevates an d 
inspires us to th e tasks th a t give 
us th e m ast satisfaction and w hich 
lead m ore surely to greatness. 
I can advise no one to be a w riter, 
a lawyer, or a m usician. The urge 
w ithin h as to settle such a move. I 
once w rote a brief piece about th e 
trium ph of A dm iral Peary in th e 
discovery of the N orth Pole. People 
questioned its value, but I wrote th a t 
Peary h ad done som ething th a t h ad 
never been done before, “for the pure 
pleasure of having done it.” P eary 
saw th a t article in the D etroit News, 
clipped it, and in a personal note 
w rote th is: “You have hit th e n ail 
squarely on the h ead !” 
K en n eth Roberts, whose fine h is­ 
torical novels are perm anent assets 
to A m erican literature, has recently 
w ritten a book, which he has called 
I W ant T o W rite.” In it he em p h a­ 
sizes no easy road to fame, for his 
h as been a long, thorny path, b u t 
it was th a t urge to write th a t h as so 
perfected hts style and left a tra il 
of books both w orthy and su b sta n ­ 
tial. 
In m y youth I came in contact 
w ith a Chicago engineer, Bion J. 
Arnold. We had m any a talk. O ne 
day he told me it was this urge 
w ithin, th is determ ination to strive 
“until it h u rt" to which he a ttrib u t­ 
ed his great success—and he w as a 
great success!

In the reading of people who have 


been successful in life, often it is 
stated that environment had much 
to do with it. or indeed the influence 


! of other strong minds, or any num- 
' ber of other statements, but I be- 
lieve that it is the urge within one, 
more than anything else that spurs 
one to a successful and happy life. 


John Buchan, in his life of Sir 


W'alter Scott, brings out this point. 
He said it was "the fashion to repeat 
that it was Scott's weak leg alone 
that made him a writer, that other- 
wise he would have followed the pro- 
fession of arms" Then he follows 
this statement by these words. "H<> 


have been a soldier, even a 


_, have been also a writer; for 


the instinct to express his thoughts 
and moods in words was in the fibre 
of his being.'1 


There vou have it. It is the urge 


within, God-given and created with- 
in one at birth, that elevates and 
inspires us to the tasks that give 
us the most satisfaction and which 
lead more surely to greatness. 


I can advise no one to be a writer, 


a lawver, or a musician The urge 
within has to settle such a move. I 
once wrote a brief piece about the 
triumph of Admiral Peary in the 
discovery of the North Pole. People 
questioned its value, but I wrote that 
Peary had done something that had 
never been done before, "for the pure 
pleasure of having done it." Peary 
saw that article in the Detroit News, 
clipped it, and in a personal note 
wrote this: "You have hit the nail 
squarely on the head!" 


Kenneth Roberts, whose fine his- 


torical novels are permanent assets 
to American literature, has recently 
written a book, which he has called 
"I Want To Write." In it he empha- 
sizes no easy road to fame, for his 
has been a long, thorny path, but 
it was that urge to write that has so 
perfected his style and left a trail 
of books both worthy and substan- 
tial. 


In my youth I came in contact 


with a Chicago engineer, Bion J 
Arnold We had many a talk One 
day he told me it was this urge 
within, this determination to stuve

county employes "theieby possibly 
subjecting the bill to attack on con- 
stitutional grounds" 


The measure would have provided 


for payment of full salary to state or 
county employes injured by any in- 
mate, patient or prisoner in jail, 
prison, mental hospital or similar 


institution. Pull salary could con- 
tinue for up to a year. 


Similar Veto Before 


Duff noted, however, that the 


measure makes no provision for 
employes in institutions of the state 
health, public instruction, military , 
affairs and other departments.

Well, now, could Britain defend 


this possession if the Chinese Com- j 
munists should make an attack on 
it in force? 


That.certainly raises a great big, 


question. Hong Kong is highly vul-! 
nerable to attack from the main- 
land because its r>1-3e population of 
something like i,600,000 is largely 
dependent on the hinterland for food 
supplies. It would be difficult to feed 
a besieged Hong Kong by sea and 
the operation could only be carried 
out under cover of big scale naval 
and air operations. 


In short, it strikes us that defense 


of Hong Kong, against an all out 
Communist attack would: involve a 
major war.
